LOCALS FLEE AS DUST DESCENDS 
Entire swathes of the East End became ghost 
towns last week as wind whipped up clouds of 
dust from dry fields, leaving an inch-thick layer 
of dust on every surface. Seeing no hope for the 
future in the surrounding wasteland that used 
to be fertile fields, thousands of residents began 
the long, exhausting trek westward in the forlorn 
hope of something better over the horizon. Many 
were down to their last $10. 

The Hamptons Police Department, its ranks 
depleted after many of its own officers left to 
join the exodus, was overwhelmed by the job of 
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clearing the highways of broken down cars, as 
desperate refugees abandoned their Model Ts 
and tried to continue on foot. For some, it was a 
deadly decision. 

“They might have had a shot until that cold snap 
came through,” says Hamptons Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch. “Once the temperatures went down 
and the wind picked up, it was hopeless. Of 
course, it didn’t help that none of them had had 
a square meal in 3 months.” Hirsch noted sadly 
that victims would have done better to stay with 
their rusted, useless Model Ts. “At least they 
provide a little shelter.” 

Meanwhile, according to Hirsch, the Hamptons 
Police are grappling with preventing vandalism 
amid the empty buildings left behind by the 
fleeing hordes. “Already, we’ve had over 35 
fires, clearly arson,” says Hirsch. “But with our 
skeleton force of officers, we have no means to 
investigate.” Hirsch predicts that it will only be 
a few short months before the East End will be 
completely uninhabited. 


ENFORCEMENT SCHEDULES CURTAILED 
Citing the small number of police remaining on 
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their force, the Hamptons Police Department is 
notifying remaining residents that the hours of 
law enforcement are being sharply reduced. 

“Unfortunately, we have to cut back,” says 
Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. 
“Whereas we used to patrol the streets around 
the clock, monitoring for all types of violations, 
we are now going to limit our patrols to the hours 
between 7 a.m. and 12 a.m., and we're going to 
be looking out especially for small violations.” 
The emphasis on misdemeanors, Hirsch says, 
is a labor-saving measure. “If we make a big 
bust, that ties up a lot of officers for an extended 
period. If we write up a failure to signal, that’s 
relatively quick. So we’re going for the small fry.” 
Hirsch acknowledges that a large number of 
crimes tend to take place at night, under cover 
of darkness. However, he points out that such 
crimes affect fewer people, since most people 
are asleep at night. “We think it’s a wash, in the 
end, so we figured why not keep the day shift,” 
Hirsch says.

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A Settler Went to See the King in London to Claim That Title

his is the true story of a man in colonial times 

who, after meeting with the representatives 
of all the towns of Long Island, got them to elect 
him President of Long Island. With that title, he 
would ship himself off to London to meet the 
King of England, prepared to ask the monarch to 
declare Long Island an independent 14th colony 
with he himself as its head. 

It’s an astonishing story, and the King was at 
first inclined to grant him his request, though 
later he was talked out of it by advisors. What is 
even more astonishing is that at the time, John 
Scott—or, as he preferred to be called, Captain 
John Scott—was all of only 26 years old. 

I stumbled upon this story some time ago when 
I was writing about various early wooden bridges 
built to cross ponds at Mecox and Sagaponack in 
colonial times, and Scott was indirectly referred 
to as a man who had swindled local Southampton 
men out of money in a land scam, after which 
he left town and never came back. What I had 
not read at that time was that he had married 
a local woman, Mary Raynor, built a house on 
property next to her father’s house in North 
Sea, and, when he fled, left her destitute with 
three children. 

It’s quite a story. 

John Scott was born in England and at the age 
of 5 was sold by his parents to a Southwick Family 
that put him to work until, ruined by their anti- 
Puritan views, they sold him to a purported child 
trafficker named Emmanuel Downing. Downing 
had him taken to America—this was during the 
time of the English civil war—where he continued 
to work as an indentured servant until he was 21. 
There is a reference of him as a teenager being 
accused of accidentally shooting a young girl in 
Salem, Massachusetts, and then after that being 
sent to Southold, Long Island, where he worked 
for a ship’s captain. He was sent to sea for a 
while, and returned with the title of captain. 

This rough upbringing, it seems, emboldened 
him. After marrying Mary Raynor and moving to 
Southampton, he claimed to have met with the 
local Indians, one of whom had deeded him much 
of Long Island in Brookhaven Township, along 
with land in Quogue and East Hampton. It was a 
tremendous amount land, and he had paperwork 
from the King (through his supposed upper- 
class family back home supporting it), and so he 
swapped parcels of it out to local Southampton 
residents for cash. He dressed his wife in the sort 
of clothing worn by members of the royal court. 
He referred to the famous sachem Wyandanch 
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JOHN SCOTT 


as “an ancient and great friend.” And when 
asked about his claim as a captain, he said he’d 
been a whaler, a sea merchant and a fur trader. 
(In fact, there’s a record of him being arrested 
with a friend during his time in Connecticut for 
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“plundering” a Dutch ship docked at New Haven. 
The charge was dropped.) 

The locals here elected him a “freeman,” which 
made him a reputable property owner. He then 
became an attorney and, subsequently, the

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Southampton Town Tax Commissioner, and then 
Southampton Town Supervisor. He was 23. Keep 
in mind, this was only 15 years after the English 
founded their communities on Eastern Long 
Island. There were only a few hundred settlers. 

Apparently coming to believe everything he told 
everybody about himself, he began to complain 
about the possibility of losing all his land—which 
at this point amounted to about 30% of Long 
Island. It could happen if the Dutch businessmen 
who had founded outposts in New Amsterdam, 
Flushing, Hempstead and other communities on 
Long Island, as well as up the Hudson at Peekskill, 
New Utrecht and other places, expanded east and 
took all of Long Island. 

By the way, at this particular time, Long 
Island was under the jurisdiction of the colony 
of Connecticut, whose governor, John Winthrop, 
who believed his colony’s grant from the King 
included Long Island. Indeed, the eastern 


Long Island communities were aware of this.. 


Numerous legal matters here (the accusation of 
an East Hampton woman as a witch, the case 
of a Spanish slave ship hijacked by the slaves in 
transit, which subsequently arrived at Montauk) 
_ were referred to Connecticut courts. 

In any case, Scott assembled the leaders of 
all the English towns to a meeting in Setauket, 
at which time they voted him President of Long 
Island to go to London to seek a.grant from the 
King for independence. 

In London, Scott dressed elegantly, claimed he 
was a descendant of the Scott family—the Scotts 
had a castle called Scot’s Hall—and that got him 
the meeting with King Charles II. Before it, he 
also met with Dorothea Scott, the heiress to Scot’s 


Hall. She was charmed by him, and in exchange 
for 2,000 pounds he agreed to deed her 20,000 
acres of Long Island at “Horsesneck.” There is no 
Horses Neck, or Horsesneck, not then, not now. 

At the time, a description of Scott was written 
down by a London reporter: 

“A proper well set man in a great light colored 
Periwig, rough visage, having large hair on his 
eyebrows, hollow eyes, a little squint or a cast 
with his eye, full faced about the cheeks with a 
black hat and in a straight bodied coat cloth with 
silver lace behind.” 

Here was the meeting with Charles II. He 
presented himself as the President of Long Island, 
and asked, simply, to be appointed Governor of 
this new colony. The King was charmed. He gave 
tentative approval, but then took the request 
under advisement and brought it to his Council 
of Foreign Plantations, who subsequently talked 
him out of it. 

Back to America, Scott presented the King’s 
correspondence with him (including signatures) 
to Governor Winthrop and told him of his 
concerns about the Dutch, and got Winthrop 
to agree to commission him and a number of 
Long Islanders to go to western Long Island 
and require that the Dutch traders that came 
across the water to sign an oath. The oath, 
which he announced aloud—in Dutch—said “this 
country you inhabit is unjustly occupied by your 
leaders. It belongs to the king of England and not 
to the Dutch. If you acknowledge his Brittanic 
majesty’s sovereignty you will be permitted to 
remain in your homes. Otherwise you will be 
forced to leave.” 

In New Amsterdam,

himself to Dutch governor Peter Stuyvesant, 
requesting a meeting. He signed it President 
John Scott. And he got that meeting, too, 
although Stuyvesant would not agree to 
the demands. 

After that, the roof fell in on John Scott. 
Winthrop, hearing about how Scott had 
presented himself to the King, ordered Scott’s 
arrest on charges of forgery, treason, sedition 
and, among other things, “profanation of God’s 
Holy Day.” Many Long Islanders went to the 
Hartford trial of John Scott to defend him. Also 
defending him was John Davenport, a leader of 
the adjacent royal colony of New Haven (which 
later merged into Connecticut). Nevertheless, 
Scott was convicted by Winthrop’s court and 
sent off to prison, where he spent three months 
before (with help) escaping. It was during this 
interval that the King gave a proclamation to the 
Duke of York establishing the State of New York, 
which included all of Long Island. It also included 
the Dutch surrender of New Amsterdam to the 
English. But now, the Duke of York was horrified 
to learn that Long Island had a “president.” He 
demanded that Scott produce the deeds to all the 
lands he claimed. 

Scott, now just 27 years old, did not produce 
any deeds. Instead, he fled to the Caribbean, 
where his exploits involved the takeover (from 
the Dutch) of islands including Barbados and St. 
Kitts. He later was instrumental in creating the 
boundary between Venezuela and British Guiana, 
but this is to be described at another time. He 
spent his later years back in London, where 
he wrote a book about his exploits and, with a 
cartographer, drew maps. fi.

think the Hamptons should consider 

passing a law that would prevent any other 
community on the East End from using the 
name “Hamptons.” We have enough Hamptons. 
We have Southampton, Bridgehampton, East 
Hampton, Westhampton Dunes, Westhampton 
Beach and Hampton Bays. All are time honored. 
All are special. And sometimes it is confusing 
enough having to whittle down which Hampton 
you are referring to when you talk to somebody. 
Besides, we have the job of protecting the 
reputation of “The Hamptons,” which, although 
in fact it exists only as a group of places, is worth 
its weight in gold, as I am sure you know. 

I don’t know if you are aware of this or not, but 
a number of communities on the East End have 
tried changing their names to something with a 
Hamptons. The community of Mastic Beach tried 
to become Hampton Harbor some years ago, but 
they failed. Another attempt was made by North 
Hampton, which only failed when it was realized 
that this was just an attempt by a developer 
to horn in on being a Hampton. And before 
that, in 1905, the summer people in Shinnecock 
Hills tried to change that community’s name to 
Hampton Hills, an effort that failed only because 
when they looked into it, they found that there 
needed to be a majority vote from its citizens—and 
in fact, only one individual resided in Shinnecock 


year around, the postmaster Andrew Terwilliger, 
and he was against it. 

I was reminded of this the other day when I 
read in The New York Times that the country 
Macedonia, which was formed after the breakup 
of Yugoslavia 30 years ago, was willing to change 
its name in order to be allowed entry into the 
European Union. 

It’s a remarkable story. Back when Macedonia 
was just a part of Yugoslavia, the southern border 
of Yugoslavia touched the northern border of 
Greece. And just below that border, in Greece, 
there is a province of that country known as 
Macedonia. Macedonia was the home base of 
Alexander the Great during ancient times. 

On the north side of that province, this 
small country formed up—many of its citizens 
saying they were descended from Macedonian 
ancestors—and announced itself as the Republic 
of Macedonia. I happened to be in Greece at the 
time. This was in 1991. It sent shivers through the 
population and government of Greece that a new 
country north of the Greek province of Macedonia 
would decide to call itself Macedonia. How could 
they do that? People would be confused about 
that. And their Province of Macedonia went all 
the way back to Hellenic times, before the birth 
of Christ, when Greece was in its heyday. (This is 
even further back than, say Southampton, which 
goes back to 1640. Or Bridgehampton, which 
goes back to 1644.) 


At the time, the European Union was in its 
infancy, with only a dozen members one of which 
was Greece. The EU wanted more members, 
but the Union had passed a law that said no 
new country would be allowed to join if any one 
country already in the EU filed an objection. 

Back when I was there, this matter was too new 
to have had anything to do with the EU. Joining 
or not joining the EU was a long way off. The 
new country did try to join the United Nations, 
though, and Greece objected. A compromise 
work-around occurred. It said Macedonia would 
be allowed to join the UN only if it called itself 
the Former Yugoslav Republic of Macedonia, 
so that is what they did. Frankly, I thought at 
the time this is pretty stupid. We have Georgia 
the state and then we have Georgia the country 
on the opposite side of the globe, but, well, this 
was Greece. 

Soon, however, other countries were joining the 
European Union all over the place, and wouldn't 
you know, the Prime Minister of Macedonia (the 
country), at one point, asked to join, too. 

Of course, Greece objected. And this resulted 
in people in Macedonia and the people in the 
other Macedonia yelling at each other back 
and forth. And the officials in the EU yelling 
at the government of Greece for pulling off 
this nonsense. The EU wanted Macedonia. And 
Macedonia wanted the EU. I believe that as 
things stood, this part of the EU for years and 
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years stood out like a sore thumb when you 
looked at this particular part of it. 

_ Negotiations ensued. And four weeks ago, 
an agreement was signed. The Prime Minister 
of Greece, Alexis Tsipras, was photographed 
shaking hands with the Prime Minister of 


- Macedonia, Zoran Zaev, after they had both 


signed. Henceforth the Republic of Macedonia 
would change its name to the Republic of North 
~ Macedonia, and as a result of this the government 
of Greece would drop its objections to Macedonia, 
now North Macedonia, joining the European 
Union. Of course, this agreement would have 
to be ratified by the legislatures of the two 
governments. And shortly after the signing, the 
legislature of Macedonia did so. 

But Greece was another story. Alexis Tsipras 
was the Prime Minister of Greece only because 
he had put together a coalition of political parties, 
of which his is the largest. Another party in the 
coalition was the right-wing Conservative Party, 
and the head of it, Panos Kammenos, had been a 
vigorous opponent of having anything to do with 
Macedonia changing its name to anything that 
continued to have the name Macedonia in it. 

“It’s not a deal, it’s a capitulation,” he said. 
This is what many opponents to having two 
Macedonia’s say. They fear that the country of 
Macedonia will someday try to annex Greece’s 
province of Macedonia since they have the 
same name. 


Greek Prime Minister Tsipras said now that > 


everything has been signed, everybody who has 
been opposed to this has to do their duty and go 
along with it. 

Angela Merkel, the German Prime Minister, 
visiting Athens, praised the agreement. She 
expressed gratitude for leading the efforts to get 
it done. 

A few days later, though, Kammenos 
announced he was resigning from the coalition. 
And, he said, if anybody in the legislature from 
his party said they would go along with what was 
signed, they were automatically ejected from his 

. Conservative Party. 

Tsiprisshotback that, without the Conservatives, 
he would still be able to find enough votes from 
the other parties within the government to pass 
the agreement. 

He also then announced that he would ask for 
a vote of confidence from the legislature. These 
have been tumultuous political times in Greece. 
There have been six votes of confidence in the last 


five years, the last three during the reign of Alexis 
Tsipris. He’d survived them all. He was hoping to 
hold such a vote at the end of this week. 

Of course, if it fails, he will have to call new 
elections. The issue of Macedonia vs. Macedonia 
has the potential to bring down the entire 
Greek government. 

So I submit that we should pass a law 
prohibiting any community from’ changing 
its name to become a Hampton, or even 
starting up with a new name that included the 
word Hampton. 

You do, of course, know of the thriving village 
here in the Hamptons that came into existence 
in 1993 that started from nothing. It was, at 
the time, just the most easterly part of Dune 
Road in an unincorporated part of the Town of 
Southampton. Flooding had resulted in half the 


homes in this area either unfit for habitation or 
collapsed into the sea. Now the owners of these 
no-longer-in-existence homes on underwater 
properties wanted to band together and form 
an official village to be called the Village of 
West Hampton Dunes. They succeeded. It is 
there today, and the federal government paid to 
have it rebuilt. I say that because it was part of 
the Hamptons as Southampton before it came 
into being and so now has a new name with 
the word “Hampton” in it, which was also true 
before, I consider it a sideways jump. And it 
passes muster. 

So if the Village of East Hampton wants to 
change its name to Hampton East, I won't 
object. If they want to change it to Hampton 
Macedonia, though, I say that’s looking 
for trouble.

For Those Pining for Suburbia, Enjoy Southampton’s New Museum

ag Harbor, East Hampton and Southampton 

keep all the old historic homes and windmills 
from days gone by carefully maintained and 
protected from development. In Southampton, 
you will find the original Halsey House, built 
in 1683, on South Main Street, the Pelletreau 
Silversmith studio on Main Street. The whole 
downtown of Sag Harbor, including the Custom 
House, is originally from the 18th century, with 
Whaling Museum and American Hotel dating 
back to the 19th century. East Hampton has the 
old Home Sweet Home saltbox from the 1700s, 
along with the Hook Mill, Gardiner Mill and the 
Pantigo Mill. Indeed, these villages are actually 
Old New England villages. At least East Hampton 
and Southampton are. They were settled by New 
Englanders and have town greens, town ponds 
and old cemeteries. Sag Harbor’s centerpiece 
is Long Wharf, originally built for the whaling 
ships here around 1770. All three villages feature 
a magnificent white Presbyterian church amidst 
a flock of churches and synagogues in and around 
Main Street. 

Occasionally, executives come from a chain 
such as Hooters or Taco Bell, hoping to open a 
store in these parts. They knock on the door of 
the planning departments. It gets them nowhere. 
They are turned away, never to return. Laws are 
in place to make it impossible for a Wendy’s or 
a KFC or any other drive-through establishment 
to open up in the middle of downtown, and if the 
laws aren’t strong enough, there is social pres- 
sure applied. 

You know, a local person can get tired of look- 
ing at all this old stuff every day, the hay barns 
and outhouses of those long-ago days gone by. 


But I can tell you that visitors from afar, espe- 
cially from Manhattan, love what they see as this 
quaint counterpoint to all the skyscrapers and 
traffic in the big city. 

Quite a few people also come from suburban 
Long Island to these parts, and they sometimes 
can miss what they have back home. It is for 
those people that the largest of our Old English 
village communities, Southampton, has set aside 
a new and unique “historic” two miles of drive- 
throughs, fast-food and chain-store establish- 


ments to create a living, interactive museum that 


the general public can enjoy. Through a series of 
grants and tax incentives, the area has already 
been blessed with what is today a “starter pack” 


of retail establishments typical of the businesses 


of that place. Many more are expected to follow. 
Imagine. You can get to enjoy a suburban shop- 
ping experience typical of the last half of the 20th 
century without having to drive 50 miles to get 
to one. 

The assemblage had its official grand open- 
ing as the Hampton Suburbia Museum just last 
week. At noon on Wednesday, local officials 
using a hedge cutter sliced through the red- 
white-and-blue ribbon. The centerpiece of it, 
where the ribbon-cutting took place, was under 
the traffic light that regulates traffic flow at the 
intersection of County Road 39 on the east and 
west and North Sea Road on the north and south. 
Hereby is a review. 

The traffic intersection is unlike any in the 
Hamptons or anywhere else on the East End. 
It is a full 10 lanes wide as it flows and slows 
approaching the traffic light there to await 
instructions on how to proceed. Coming east- 
ward (toward the sunrise), the road widens as it 
approaches the traffic light to allow for not only

the two main drive-along lanes, but also a left- 
turn lane that allows you to turn onto North Sea 
Road when the green arrow tells you to turn to 
the left; three straight-along lanes; and a right- 
turn lane, marked “no right turn on red”—which 
will require you to come to a stop to observe the 
traffic light, probably-holding you up for a full 
five minutes as that computerized traffic-control 
device handles the full eight different traffic flows 
coming and going there. a 

_ From this vantage point, you can observe to 
your left the “anchor” tenants of the museum 
already in place and open to the public. On the 
north side of this intersection is the Meineke, 
the Cumberland Farms Station and mini-mart, 
and the Burger King, and on the south side the 
Dunkin’ Donuts and the elder care facility, the BP 
Station and the beverage distributor. Going for- 
ward through the intersection and looking south, 
you will get to see Southampton Tire Center and 
McDonald’s, across the street the 7-Eleven, Twin 
Forks Pest Control and Snow White Laundromat, 
then further on a storage rental building and the 
legendary Southampton Car Wash. 

There is nothing else like the Hampton 
Suburban Museum in the Hamptons. If you 
crave a little dash of suburbia during your busy 
day, the cost to enjoy this outdoor museum is 
nothing. It’s absolutely free. The merchants offer 
their wares at reasonable prices, and if you go at 
the right time there is often a sale on. Meanwhile, 
at the light, there is usually a long line of motor- 
ists in cars, their engines idling, waiting for the 
light to change in their carefully selected lanes, 
anxious to enjoy this unique assemblage of sub- 
urban icons unmatched anywhere else in the 
Hamptons, finally, at long last, officially open to 
the public as a tourist site. &&

rash was picked up throughout the Hamptons 

during the last week of 2018, and it was so 
bad that the Surfrider Foundation Eastern Long 
Island Chapter, which coordinates these efforts, 
appeared at a meeting of the East Hampton Town 
Trustees on January 8 to list specifically all the 
wonderful things they had found.

According 
to county law, she said, you can legally release 
up to 25 happy birthday helium balloons in 
any 24-hour period and then release up to that 
number again in. the next 24 hours. This law 
needs to be changed. 

All I can say is that there was nothing hidden 
about what we did at the all-weekend blast I 
organized for Labor Day weekend. I got all the 
proper permits. I listed all the 260 helium balloons 
we intended to release, all the beer kegs we would 
tap, all the traffic police people we would hire, all 
the caterers with the food and drink by name, the 
number of pizza pies we would eat, the number 
of people who would attend—you have to get a

intervals during the two days of the event. Even 
the colors of the different plastic wrist bracelets.

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A Habitat for Humanity House Grows in the Hamptons

ince 1988, Habitat for Humanity of Suffolk 
has helped develop and build homes for low- 
income families on Long Island. And despite the 
wealth of the East End, Habitat for Humanity is 
no stranger to the Hamptons. Currently, work is 
underway on a house in East Quogue. The project, 
which started in November 2017 but ran into some 
development snags along the way, is just one of 
the many projects Habitat for Humanity of Suffolk 
is involved in. 
“There’s still some work to be done [on the East 
Quogue house],” says Les Scheinfeld, Development 
Director of Habitat for Humanity of Suffolk. “There 
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were some structural problems, which Riverhead MEMBERS OF THE EASTPORT SOUTH HIGH MANOR HIGH SCHOOL VOLLEYBALL TEAM VOLUNTEERED ON THE PROJECT 
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Building Supply helped us fix. We’re now at the 
home stretch.” Scheinfeld notes that the Suffolk 
branch of Habitat for Humanity typically relies 
on Suffolk County’s affordable housing program 
and banks when looking for homes to renovate 
and build upon. “It’s a unique blessing we have,” 
Scheinfeld explains. “Many habitat affiliates have 
to fund their own properties.” 

Families in need can apply for possible housing 
opportunities on Habitat of Suffolk’s website. 
“We just completed an application period where 
there were hundreds of families,” Scheinfeld 
says. “That gets whittled down, and the Family 
Service Manager reviews the final candidates. 
Once the board gives their okay, they're ready 
to be partnered with a property and the house.” 
After a family is selected, the long road to their 
new home begins. While Scheinfeld himself gets 
to know each family to a certain extent, he notes 
that it’s the people who build the houses that forge 
lasting connections. “Our site supervisors get to 
know the family very well, a lifelong bond that’s 
formed,” he says. 

Habitat for Humanity depends, of course, on 
volunteers to get a great deal of the work done 
when preparing a house. “As the temperature turns 
cold, a lot of volunteers shy away from the work,” 
Scheinfeld says. “So we want to say that most 
of the work during the winter is interior. We're 
not keeping people out in the cold. It’s a unique 
volunteer opportunity.” There are other ways to 
help out, as well, for the less power tool-inclined. 
The ReStore retail outlet in Ronkonkoma is filled 
to the brim with donated building supplies and 
home furnishings. “Instead of throwing [excess 
materials] into a dumpster, think about donating,” 
Scheinfeld says. And although Ronkonkoma may 
be a bit of a drive for East Enders, Scheinfeld 
points out that trucks are available to pick 
up donations. 

Scheinfeld, who has been with Habitat for 
Humanity for 15 years, has spent most of his 
professional career working with nonprofit 
companies, and feels lucky to be a part of an 
organization that helps people in such a practical 
and vital way. “When I look at pictures on my wall, 
I see one that celebrates our 100th house, and 
now we're [working toward] our 200th house,” 
he marvels. “Habitat has been unique because it’s 
about one family and one house that we build at a 
time. It’s a blessing to get to know the family, the 
volunteers and the sponsors.” i

Celebrating a Decade of the HooDoo Loungers 


he HooDoo Loungers, the East End’s very own 

New Orleans party band, are throwing a party to 
celebrate their 10th anniversary, and we're all invited! 
The festivities will take place at Bay Street Theater in 
Sag Harbor on Saturday, February 2. It’s going to be 
a blast—the show will feature the nine-piece HooDoo 
Loungers, joined by some very special guests. 

Ten years is an eternity in rock and roll. “It’s just 
‘pretty remarkable that a nine-piece band playing 
around Long Island stays together for 10 years,” 
says HooDoo keyboardist David Deitch, explaining 
why it makes sense to throw this party now. Deitch, 
the band’s musical director and founding keyboard 
player, mentions the financial and organizational 
difficulties of keeping such a big band—three horns, 
two lead vocalists, pianist, guitarist, bassist and 
drummer—happening for 10 years. The HooDoos have 
persevered against the odds, he says, because “we get 
along with each other pretty well. And Joe just keeps 
moving forward.” 

That last point is critical. Deitch is referring to Joe 
Lauro, the indefatigable leader of the HooDoo Loungers 
and the band’s bass player.

“Dawnette 
has that classic gospel sound, while Marvin [Joshua, 
the other lead singer] is this big, handsome guy 
with a beautiful Southern soul voice. Then there’s 
Michael [Schiano, guitarist and singer], who has 
a great rockabilly sound to his voice. It makes it 
an exciting show.” For their 10th anniversary, the 
HooDoos are planning even more excitement: Morris 
Goldberg, who played the pennywhistle on Paul 
Simon’s classic Graceland album, will be on hand to 
play pennywhistle on “The Silliest Man,” a song David 
Deitch wrote for Head & Heart & Hips.

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The Lowdown on the Patchogue Loading Dock 


ou enter the venue by the back door, via the 
+ loading dock. It might seem kind of illicit, but no 
password or wristband is required, because tonight, 
this is where the audience is supposed to be—behind 
the scenes, getting up close and personal with some 
world-class performers. 

This is the Loading Dock, entertainment in a 
speakeasy style, right in Patchogue—in fact, right 
inside Patchogue Theatre, accessed through its “secret” 
back entrance. Like in a real speakeasy of yore, beyond 
that nondescript door there are cocktails available, 
along with some appropriately hot music—jazz for a 
throwback to the Jazz Age. 

“We're making this a spot for jazz and cabaret,” 
says Sag Harbor’s Judy Carmichael, the stride piano

legend who’s curating the programs at the Loading 
Dock. For those who might be intimidated by the style, 
Carmichael offers reassurance. “We're focusing on 
the Great American Songbook—accessible, melodic 
jazz.” Carmichael hosts the shows and sits in with the 
guest performers. 

In the last few years, Patchogue has become one 
of the hottest spots on Long Island. Main Street is 
filled with things to do, places to eat and drink, and 
plenty of live music. Lots of great bar bands have 
made Patchogue their principal stomping grounds, but 
where do you go to hear great jazz? 

That would be the Loading Dock, where the 
performers and audience are all seated on Patchogue 
Theatre’s substantial stage, turning the stage itself into

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STEVE ROSS AND JUDY CARMICHAEL 


a nightclub. The rest of the theater, a lovingly restored 
1923 Jazz Age masterpiece, becomes a luminous 
backdrop for an intimate evening of world-class 
music making. 

The Loading Dock’s first program this season, on 
Thursday, January 24, will feature the incomparable 
Steve Ross, the reigning King of Cabaret. With a 
career that spans over five decades, Ross, who just 
turned 80, has spent a lifetime performing the songs 
of Cole Porter, George and Ira Gershwin, Jerome Kern 
and others, keeping this classic repertoire fresh and 
alive. “Steve opened the Oak Room at the Algonquin 


-in 1981,” says Carmichael, referring to New York’s 


premier cabaret venue of that era. “He played there for 
years.” Ross’s encyclopedic knowledge of the songbook 
allowed him to accompany any singing star who 
happened to attend one of his shows—if Ginger Rogers 
popped up, Ross could play her songs, in her key, at 
the drop of a hai. 

At Patchogue, at least one singing star will be in 
attendance—that would be Carmichael. “I’m going to 
sing a few with Steve, and we'll do some piano duets.” 

Next up is a New Orleans jazz night on March 21. 
“Ir’ll be a little late for Mardi Gras, but that’s okay,” 
says Carmichael. “Who’s keeping track?” The show will 
feature Jon-Erik Kellso on cornet and Ehud Asherie 
on piano. Kellso is a versatile player an experienced 
session musician, who’s also known for his work with 
Vince Giordano and The Nighthawks, the New York- 
based big band heard on numerous movie soundtracks 
and on the series Boardwalk Empire. 

Finally, on May 2, the Loading Dock will feature 
up-and-coming pianist Ben Paterson. “He’s a young 
pianist who’s definitely going places,” says Carmichael. 
With a highly refined, precise playing style—“He plays 
like Oscar Peterson,” Carmichael gushes—Paterson 
recently won in the Ellis Marsalis International Jazz 
Piano Competition. “He’s equally at home on the 
Hammond organ,” notes Carmichael—but that will 
have to wait for a return visit, perhaps. Paterson does 
sing, however, so once again the audience can expect a 
duet or two with Carmichael to round out the evening. 

Yes, you could drive into the city to catch some great 
jazz any day of the week. But for some fantastic music

House ts Home 
Puuning, Tumming and Other Winter Tree Care Tips 


fter 48 years in the tree trade, Registered 

Consulting Arborist and Fox Tree Service owner 
Bart Fusco certainly knows which way the wind blows 
on the East End when it comes to the do’s and don’ts 
of winter tree care. 


What types of trees can be trimmed in the 
colder months? 

For most clients, I like to prune in the fall or very 
early spring. Fruit trees should be pruned when they 
are dormant, and many fruit production farms prune 
all winter. 


What's the difference between “trimming” 
and “pruning?” 

Pruning is a way to enhance a tree, shrub or other 
woody plant’s structure and aesthetics. The word 
trimming is more often used to describe the cutting 
of a plant’s foliage using hedge trimmers or small 
hand tools. 


Why is the dormant season best for pruning? 

Oak trees, for instance, should not be pruned in 
the spring or summer because of a disease that’s 
new to Long Island—oak wilt is a disease that can 
kill a tree in six weeks. It spreads most readily when 
the disease spores, and the beetles that spread them, 
are most active. 


What are common tree care mistakes that 
homeowners make in the winter? 
Ignoring a branch that touches your roof. Snow can 


be brushed away, but if it builds up and ice forms, 
the branch may adhere to your structure and cause a 
roof leak. 

At any time of year, this branch could clog your 
gutter. Also—the use of chainsaws. They've allowed 
homeowners to really over-prune. 


What trees should be wrapped in burlap for 
the winter? 

Recently planted trees and trees that are near the 
ocean—they’re in danger of damage from wind and salt. 


When and how should trees be wrapped? 

Late in the fall, when they've gone dormant, because 
trees transpire. Burlap doesn’t protect from snow load. 
In fact, it can hold the snow and, if it doesn’t melt, it 
can become very heavy and also adhere to the plant. 
And the enclosed area can form a microclimate rife 
with fungus that thrives all winter long. Up until 
about 45 years ago, wooden structures were routinely 
built to support the burlapping. If you don’t have 
a support structure around boxwoods, just burlap 
around two sides. An alternative to burlapping 
evergreens is the periodic application of a waxy 
anti-desiccant. 


What should one do if a tree is weighted down 
with ice? 

Leave it alone until after the storm has passed. 
Trying to remove ice frozen to the plants can rip the 
branch, causing more harm than the ice. Wait for it 
to melt.

No, I add mulch in January and February. It’s good to 
get it down before the last snowfall, so that it can better 
migrate into the soil. 


What are some good varieties of trees to plant 
near your East End home? 

Anything native—check in with our area Cornell 
Cooperative Extension for a full list. 


What trees attract songbirds? 

Most fruit trees—the Eastern Red Cedar provides 
red berries in the fall, high bush blueberries fruit in 
the spring. 


Is a changing climate affecting what one 
should plant? 

Increasing water temperatures mean more storms 
and that means more salt spray. Crepe myrtle is a 
popular tree on our shores, but it’s always under stress 
now from salt injury. 


Do you have any good news or advice about 
combating deer? 
They have depth perception problems. Two four-foot 
fences really do work as well as one eight-foot fence. fi.
